Probe Is Launched 
Inquiries started quickly from 
three directions — the navy, Civil 
Aeronautics Authority and Doug­ 
las. Wreckage of the great DC-5 
was still flaming when police threw 
a. guard about it pending a probe 
into possible sabotage. Douglas of­ 
ficials declared in a statement: 
"Until the CAA, the navy and 
our own engineers and experts have 
completed their investigations, we 
cannot state the cause of this re­ 
grettable accident. Preliminary in­ 
vestigation. fails to produce any 
evidence or indication that would 
explain the reason for the crash.” 
An experienced pilot who watch­ 
ed the tragedy told naval author­ 
ities that from the craft's maneu­ 
vering, it appeared that the con­ 
trols had jammed. 
An indirect casualty was John 
Robert MeClary, 12, who died of 
V heart attack as he watched the 
great ship dive to the ground. His 
parents said he long had suffered 
from a weak heart 
Of Unusual Design 
The ship's high-winged design, on 
top of the fuselage, contrasts with 
the more familiar low'-wing. Pow­ 
ered by two 1000-horsepower en­ 
gines, it was built at a eost of $125,- 
000 and could carry 16 passengers 
and a crew of three. 
Engineers regarded it as a par­ 
ticularly rugged ship, with excep­ 
tional performance possibilities. It 
had 78-foot wingspan and a. 60-foot 
fuselage. 
After acceptance by the navy, 
the ship was to have gone to the 
District of Columbia for service at 
Anarostia naval depot.

WASHINGTON —</D— A m i d 
mounting opposition in congress to 
President Roosevelt’s request for 
authority to call the national guard 
to active duty, the army high com­ 
mand contended Saturday that the 
possibility of "dangerous develop- 
f ments” in this hemisphere made it 
essential that the request be grant­ 
ed. 
I General George C. Marshall, the 
army chief of staff, issued a formal 
statement supporting the Presi­ 
dent’s proposal after opposition 
among senators had reached formid­ 
able proportions. 
Would Change Law’ 
Mr. Roosevelt already had au­ 
thority to call the guard, into serv­ 
ice. General Marshall said, "But 
under that call it would be impos­ 
sible to send any units of the nation­ 
al. guard to assist a. regular division 
in any one of the possible situa­ 
tions w’hich might arise in this 
hemisphere.” 
"It is necessary that more troops 
be made available, trained, and 
seasoned, to enable missions to be 
carried out without denuding this 
country of ground troops in a stale 
of sufficient preparation to meet 
unexpected eventualities in some 
other direction.’»

EDINBURG—A $106.000 dispute in 
federal court between 
Hidalgo 
county and a group of big bond­ 
holders has been, settled in favor of 
the county according to word re­ 
ceived here Saturday. 
The dispute involved terms of 
contract made with bondholders 
several years ago under which the 
county agreed to apply ail delin­ 
quent taxes for certain years to pay 
off certain defaulted interest cou­ 
pons on old bonds at a reduced rate. 
The contract expired March 1 of 
this year. Shortly thereafter bond­ 
holders complained the county had 
not been diligent in collecting old 
taxes and sought relief in federal 
court. 
Privilege Denied 
T. M„ Kennedy,, federal district 
judge, heard arguments in the case 
on April 23 and issued a memoran­ 
dum May 16 denying to bondhold­ 
ers the privilege of reopening the 
original case1 under which 'the con­ 
tract was drawn up. Notice that 
the memorandum had been received 
for filing at Brownsville was re­ 
ceived here Saturday. 
In their arguments to the federal 
court, attorneys for the bondholders 
had contended the county failed to 
be diligent in collecting delinquent 
taxes and that consequently bond- 
j holders received less than they were 
due for the oM coupons. At the 
; time the contract expired, a large 
I number of coupons still were un­ 
redeemed and for these the bond­ 
holders claimed they should be paid 
an additional $106.000. They asked 
the federal, court to order this pay- 
i ment made and to require an addi­ 
tional county tax levy if necessary 
to raise the funds. 
Contract Expired. 
J. E. Watkins, of the Mission firm 
oJ! Strickland. Ewers and Wilkins, 
and chief counsel for the county in 
the suit, contended the bondholder* 
had no right to ask for relief under 
the original contract which had ex­ 
pired nor to ask the court to re-open 
the proceedings which had led up to 
the contract. He said if the bond­ 
holders had any claim to damages 
they should bring a new lawsuit 
and re-state their claims.

Swiss Patrol Downs 
German Raider

A great aerial, expedition 
of Nazi bombing planes 
s w a r m e d over southern 
France Saturday afternoon, 
sowing death and destruction 
in the heart of the famed 
Rhone Valley industrial sec­ 
tion and striking the port of 
Marseille heavily. 
At least 46 persons were 
killed in the mass bombing 
raid, one of the heaviest of 
the wsp, which came in the 
wake of Adolf Hitler’s mili* 
tary victory in Flanders. 
In Marseille, Mediterran* 
cam port and France’s second larg­ 
est city, 30 persons were killed. la 
tho Lyon industrial area 16 awt 
death and M or 9# were wounded. 
The French said 56 German 
planes were downed, in all the day’s 
fighting against 16 French losses. 
Of the losses inflicted on the Rhone 
Valley raiders they said only a 
"certain, number’* were downed. 
Two heavy 'bombs fell In Mar­ 
seille. A British ship laden with 
cotton was sunk in the harbor. 
Industrial sections of central east­ 
ern France were heavily bombed. 
Some observers believed the raids 
were a German gesture to show 
Premier Mussolini, a prospectivo 
entrant into 'the war at Hitler’* side, 
that Nazi air pow’er is sufficient to 
give the Italians help even during 
the present German northern offen­ 
sive.The Nazi armada roared into 
France across the Rhine north of 
Basel, Switzerland, in droves of 21 
to 36 plane*. They struck first at 
French air bases, communication* 
and factories in the Rhone Valley 
around Lyon.

Edible Soybeans To 
Be Experimented 


WESLACO—Seed of several va­ 
rieties of edible soybeans have been 
received by the Valley experiment 
station and will be planted next fall, 
according to W. H. Friend, superin­ 
tendent.

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Valley’s Water Problems Unlike Any Other In Texas, For 
Ours Is International As Well As Financial; Solution Due

AUSTIN, Tex.— (.4P) —Difficulties 
>f Texas water conservation agen- 
:ies, in the main, are problems of 
jbtaining financial aid principally 
from federal government sources, 
while those

This lush garden spot of North 
America is dependent for irri­ 
gation on the capricious flow of 
a lazy, treacherous stream which 
originates in far northwestern 
Colorado and has several tribu­ 
taries in Doth Texas and the 
southern Republic of Mexico.

200 miles inland, the Rio Grande 
winding through mountains for most 
of its length, finally flows through 
the delta of the lower valley where 
alluvial soil, cleared of underbrush, 
has become one of the most pro­ 
ductive vegetable and citrus grow- 
ing areas on the continent.

Building of dams across the Rio A y expanding program of irrigation 
Grande, one north of Laredo and 
another above Roma, to store w ater 
for us of both nations is the asso­ 
ciation's principal objective. 
“Realizing the difficulty of mak­ 
ing a water treaty with Mexico," 
Robertson continued, “the Amer­ 
ican section of the interna ’ anal 
boundary commisison proposes to 
build a dam across Los Olmos 
Creek, back of Rio Grande City, 
for off-channel storage of up to 
400.000 acre feet of water to be 
distributed by a gravity canal. 
“This off-channel storage can 
be accomplished without asking 
Mexico anything about it.

Engineers have calculated that 70 
per cent of the Rio G rande's w ater 
in the Valley area washes into the 
stream from foreign soil. 
“For a num ber of years,” says 
Emery W. W atts of Donna, “Mex­ 
ico has been carrying on a constant- 


developm ent on tributaries which 
have been supplying such a large 
percentage of our w ater in the low­ 
er Rio G rande Valley.” 
Mexico Takes Water 
W atts said dams and canals for 
irrigation had been constructed by 
Mexico on their own San Juan, 
Sabinas, Conchos, San Diego, San 
Rodrigo, Escondido and Salado riv ­ 
ers, all cutting off w ater

would otherw ise contribute to the 
Rio G rande’s volume.

HEAVY FINES

AS PENALTIES 


Legislation Is Slated 
During Week 


WASHINGTON— (VP' —Represent­ 
ative Dies (D-Tex> proposed Sat­ 
urday night that Congress outlaw 
the Communist party and the Ger­ 
man-American Bund and fix heavy 
penalties for membership in those 
groups *‘or any organizations con­ 
trolled by them,.” 
Dies, chairman of the House com­ 
mittee investigating un-American 
activities, said legislation to do this 
would be introduced next week 
based on the committee’s; conclusion 
that the Communists were controll­ 
ed from Moscow and the Bund from 
Berlin. 
Like Europe 
The legislation, the Texan said, 
would “outlaw the Communists and 
Nazis just as they have been out­ 
lawed in France and would take 
away frém them the legal standing 
which gives them a certain, amount 
of protection as political groups.” 
“It would not,” he added, “pre­ 
vent any person from advocating 
the ideology of Communism or Nazi- 
ism but would, prevent them, from 
being members of these organiza­ 
tions which are known to be for­ 
eign-con trolled. 
With the drive against “Trojan 
horses'* expanding,, Dies suggested, 
that President Roosevelt create a 
council of home defense to co-ordi­ 
nate all counter-subversive activ­ 
ities of the FBI. secret service, army 
and navy intelligence and the Dies 
committee. He suggested “construc­ 
tive, sane leaderhsip” of “men who 
are level-head pd and m?ould not be­ 
come hysterical.” 
Hearings Set Monday 
Dies said his committee would be­ 
gin hearings here Monday on “Fifth 
Column’* activities in the South.” 
An informed source said the hear­ 
ings, to be closed to the public, 
would concern reports that Com­ 
munists had obtained positions with 
'the Tennessee Valley Authofly 
and in the Birmingham, Ala., steel 
industry. 
The committee*» widespread in­ 
vestigation had brought forth, Dies 
asserted, a. statement from, “a rep­ 
utable citizen of Dallas, Texas, 
“that he has photographs of air- 
bases along the southern United 
State* border in Mexico and would 
forward them to the committee.” 
The committee plans hearings 
along the Mexican border in Texas, 
he said, two or three weeks after 
the adjournment of Congress. These 
hearings, he added, would concern- 
reports that American Communist* 
and Nazis were co-operating in a 
move to bring on, a revolution in 
Mexico.

82-year-old advocate of 
peace, said he made the offer af­ 
ter receiving a letter of April 27 
from a European 
statesman 
of 
high authority forecasting Hitter's 
attack on the Maginot Line and 
“intimating'’ that Germany «nd 
Italy would divide the Balkans. 
The letter. 
Church 
declared, 
quoted directly “these words ut­ 
tered by Adolf Hitler”: 
“ ‘The Germans will send mil­ 
lions of shells on the Maginot 
Line, and break through, even at 
the cost of half-a-million lives, 
and. before the end of the year 
the enemies of Germany will be 
annihilated.* ” 
“The letter Jurther intimated," 
Church’s prepared statement con­ 
tinued, “That Mr. Hitler would 
perm it Mr. Mussolini 
'(Premier 
Benito Mussolini of Italy) to' make 
the Adriatic a closed Italian sea. 
to absorb Yugoslavia, to take over 
Slovenia, Bosnia, 
and 
part 
of 
Croatia, giving another part of it 
to Hungary, which in. time will 
become German.” 
Church said he had received let­ 
ters from every part of the Unit­ 
ed States, most of them contain­ 
ing “enthusiastic assurance of ap­ 
probation.’’ but that there were 
enough to “discordant” replies to 
indicate that if Hitler “should ever 
be adle to come to the United 
States in the captured protection 
of the British and “^rench fleets, 
he would be met at the shore by 
a Fifth Crkimn of so-called.

“To the police department of the 
city of Harlingen: 
“In these perilous times it is 
manifest that the people should re­ 
ceive instruction concerning the 
worship of Almighty Cod in spirit 
and in truth. This is to inform you 
that during the next few days a 
number of persons devoted to the 
service of Almighty God and Christ 
Jesus will visit the homes of this 
city and present to the people Bible 
instruction that they may be better 
informed as to how they may re­ 
ceive aid and comfort by the study 
of the Holy Scriptures. 
“In the interest of public order 
and for the good of all in this com­ 
munity and that our work may be 
understood, we feel that you should 
receive this information; hence this 
letter.

States and the Decision of 
the Highest Court in the land guar 
antee our right to do this work 
we are not asking permission; and 
since Almighty God commands it 
must 'be done, we could not ask per­ 
mission from man to do this work;

The following is Mayor Ramsey’s 
comment: 
“In taking notice of the above 
communication it is my comment 
that “in these perilous times’* it 
behooves all citizens of these United 
States to take cognizance of the 
innumerable blessings and privileges 
of their citizenship. “It is manifest” 
that our peace, security and per­ 
petuity are dependent upon loyalty 
and appreciation of the sacrifices 
which have been made in peace and 
in war by those men whose names 
we should ever recollect with grati­ 
tude. 
“In the list of blessings enjoyed 
in this Country the right of re­ 
ligious liberty is one of the most 
valued. My understanding of re­ 
ligious liberty is that all men shall 
be privileged to worship God in the 
manner which to them seems right 
and beneficial.

Let us be calm for a moment and 
visualize what is now happening 
among the German-conquered na­ 
tions. 
As various countries are 
taken over, a Hitler aide is placed 
f in control. 
There are now dicta- 
tors in Czechoslovakia, Austria, and 
Poland. 
These already are begin­ 
ning to differ as to policy. Recent­ 
ly other dictators have been placed 
In Norway, Denmark, Holland, and

Shortly thereafter bond- 
holders complained the county had 
not been diligent in collecting old 
taxes and sought relief in federal 
court.

on April 23 and issued a memoran- 
dum May 16 denying to bondhold- 
ers the privilege;of reopening the 
original case under which the con- 
tract was drawn up. Notice that 
the memorandum had been received 
for tiling at Brownsville was re- 
ceived here Satu»dny. 
In their arguments to the federal 


court, attorneys for the bondholders 
had contended the county failed to 
be diligent in collecting delinquent 
taxes and that consequently bond- 
holders received less than they were 
due for the old coupons. At the 
time the contract expire^, a large 
number of coupons still were un- 
redeemed and for these the bond- 
holders claimed they should be paid 
an additional $106,000. They asked 
the federal court to order this pay- 
ment made and to require an addi- 
tional county tax levy if necessary 
to raise the funds.

200 miles inland, the Rio Grande 
winding through mountains for most 
of its length, finally flows through 
the delta of the lower valley where 
alluvial soil, cleared of underbrush, 
has become one of the most, pro- 
ductive vegetable and citrus grow- 
ing areas on the continent. 


Sometimes only a trickfe which 


can be 
'! by ;i yiirkstick. the 


Rio Grande at other times become* 
a sprawling, debris-strewn stream 
which, dividing two nations, can be 
controlled only by agreements ne- 
gotiated between the state depart- 
ments and ratified by the govern- 
ment of the United and Mexico. 


For a quarter century and more, 


Valley conservation and reclamation 
districts and county water improve- 
ment districts have battled for an 
equitable division of the stream's 
waters—a problem ramified by di- 
vergent interests and slow-moving 
international diplomacy. 
; 


The Valley conservation and rec- 


lamation district, with a main ob- 
jective of trying to solve water 
problems arising from inadequate 
supplies for irrigational and domes- 
tic uses, is trying to build storage 
space for Rio Grande flood waters 
on the Texas side. 


The district contemplates one 


storag-e dam to hold about 10,000 
•ere feet near Mission and another 
ol about 400,000 acre-feet near 
Rio Grande City, the water to be 


carried from the Rio Grande by 
a iravlty canal between Zapata 
and Laredo. 
Embracing Cameron, Hidalgo and 


Willacy 
counties, 
the 
Cameron 


County Water District No. 2, a vol- 
untary association, has spent $4,- 
000,000 on a system with which to 
trap flood waters both for flood 
prevention and storage purposes. 


"The average flow of the river at 


the head of the Valley," says F. S. 
Robertson, general manager for the 
district, '"is nearly 5,000,000 acre- 
feet, less than 20 per cent of which 
is being or is usable under the un- 
controlled flow of the stream. 


Need Storage Dams 


"If storage dams could be^ built 


in the main stream, at least 80 per 
cent of this annual flow could be 
made available for beneficial use, 
but no dams can be built in the 
river without a treaty with Mexico, 
and the Valley has been trying to 
induce our government to negotiate 
such a treaty—but without suc- 
cess." 


Building of dams across the Rio 


Grande, one north of Laredo and 
another above Roma, to store water 
for us of both nations is the asso- 
ciation's principal objective. 


"Realiiihr the difficulty of mak- 


ing a water treaty with Mexico," 
Robertson continued, "the Amer- 
ican section of the Interna.tonal 
boundary conunislson proposes to 
build a dam across Los Olmos 
Creek, back of Rio Grande City, 
for off-channel storage of up to 
400.000 acre feet.of water to be 
distributed by a gravity canal. 


"This off-channel storage can 


be accomplished without asking 
Mexico anything about it. How- 
ever, It would control only a 
small fraction of the flood waters 
now going to waste." 
Engineers have calculated that 70 


per cent of the Rio Grande's water 
in the Valley area washes into the 
stream from foreign soil. 
""For a number of years," says 
Emery W. Watts of Donna, "Mex- 
ico has been carrying on a constant- 


ly expanding program of irrigation 
development on tributaries which 
have been supplying such a lajge 
percentage of our water in the low- 
er Rio Grande Valley." 


Mexico Takes Water 


Watts said dams and canals for 


irrigation had been constructed by 
Mexico on their own San Juan, 
Sabinas, Conchos, San Diego, San 
Rodrigo, Escondido and Salado riv- 
ers, all cutting off water which 
would otherwise contribute to the 
Rio Grande's volume. 


Ralph G. Bray of McAllen, news- 


paper man and -secretary to the 
growers' committee of the citrus 
industry, .attributes the Mexican 
government's conservation work to 
drainage of the Rio Grande by 
Texans. 
"More than once," he said, '.'wa- 


ters of the stream have ceased to 
flow, being sucked dry by 20 or 
more huge irrigation pumps on 
the Texas side."

transports were sent to the bottom 
off Dunkerque during the day. 


In addition, the Germans said 


they shot down 40 Allied planes in 
the day's operations.

reported the destruction of 40 Ger- 
man planes and 33 others damaged 
or destroyed in fierce combat off the 
Allied port of escape. 
In addition the hir'h command 


communique said that German dive 
bombers made hits on four other 
warships and 14 commercial vessels 
which presumably were serving as 
transports.

ed by authorized sources In Ber- 
lin. 
The announcement told only

Germans intensified their Somme 
offensive in a drive which began 
Friday and still was continuing Sat- 
urday night. 
The French held a bridgehead on 


the north bank of the Somme, need- 
ed by the Nazis to get across, but 
were reported in Paris to be holding 
also against assaults on the south 
side between Abbeville and Amiens, 
' Where Hitler would steer the 
German war machine next, how- 
ever, remained his secret. 
Invasion Delayed? 


There were hints in Berlin, and 


expectations among the Allies, that 
the threatened direct invasion of 
England might be put second in the 
Nazi plans—after a pincers drive 
toward Paris with the Germans 
attacking from the north and the 
Italians from t>-e south. 


Evidence 
continued 
that Italy 


might be on the verge of throwing 
her full weight into the war on the 
Nazi side. 


The Fascist fovernment Satur- 


day called up 10,000 additional 
non-commissioned officers. Ameri- 
cans travelling to Genoa to sail 
for the United States Sunday on 
the liner Manhattan also reported 
troop movements Indications prep- 
arations for an Italian war move. 
Some observers speculated that 


th« next step might be a Joint Ger- 
man-Italian peace proposal, backed 
by an Italian ultimatum. 


The tattered remnants of the Al- 


lied forces in northern France mean- 
while continued streaming back to 
the security of England. The Brit- 
ish, hailing the withdrawal as the 
greatest rearguard action in history, 
regarded it so well advanced that 
they called home General Lord 
Gort, commander of the British 
expeditionary force, and estimated 
that all but one battered division 
of the 175,000 men in his army had

Dunkerque Shelled 


The Germans dragged up heavy 


artillery to shell Dunkerque as 
French

Brflish newspapers called the Al- 


lies' defensive fight so successful 
and the protective screen of their 
warships and planes so powerful 
that the German drive to the chan- 
nel coast was at a price of 500,000 
men lost.

pocket and declared they had 
abandoned so much new war ma- 
terial that the booty would re- 
place all that Germany lost.

helmet and thick gloves. 


When we reached the almost com- 


pletely darkened airport, the plane 
already was ready. After a quick 
handshake around, the five of us 
took our.places. 


A thin line of red lights flickered 


on the field to mark our runway. 
The first pilot—I was listed as a 
supernumerary 
second pilot—gave 


the huge plane the gun and we 
lifted gracefully int5 the air, close- 
ly circled the field and then headed 
toward the battle zone. 
Below us stretched the peaceful 


French 
countryside. Heavy 
dark 


masses marked the forests, while 
the rivers and highways appeared 
as black ribbons. 


Front 10 Minutes Away 


Some ten minutes before the front 


was reached, it was outlined by 
flashes of artillery fire. 


Because of the clouds we were 


flying low over French-held terri- 
tory but as we neared the battle 
zone the plane rose to escape the 
fire of anti-aircraft guns. 


The French pilots have nicknamed 


the German 20 milimeter anti-air- 
craft 
guns 
"poums-poums," 
and 


that is exactly the sound they make 
as the shells explode in the air. 


The 
heaviest anti-aircraft 
fire 


was concentrated by the Germans 
around St. Quentin and Peronne. 


It is not exactly a comfortable 


feeling to be sitting in a plane while 
the "poum-poums" burst around. 


They explode on almost every 


side at almost the same moment 
that you see the flashes on the 
ground. 


Like Fireworks 


Unless they are very close they 


give only the sensation of a gigantic 
fireworks display. 
It takes a direct hit in a vital 


spot to disable one of these giant 
planes. Even a hit on the wings 
makes only a hole a foot square. 
The plane jolts slightly—and then 
drones on its way. 
From the air at night the battle- 


lines 
running 
from 
Montmedy, 


where it leaves the Maginot Line, 
through Stenay, Attigny, Bethel, 
Neuf-Chateau, 
Anizy, 
La 
Fere, 


Chauny, Ham and Amiens to Abbe- 
ville on the English Channel, shows 
as a scarcely defined line, 


If it were not for the Aisne and 


Somme rivers, which the line fol- 
lows, it would be difficut to recog- 
nize. 
Amiens Area Active 


Apparently heavy fighting was 


going on in the Amiens-Albert re- 
gion where the French seem to have 
driven a salient. There the flash of 
artillery was heavier than at any 
other part of the line and there we 
saw minute flames which the ob- 
servation officer said were 
from 


machinegun fire. 
Our plane was scouting to learn 


the effect of the bombing of the 
other planes. 
The squadron already had bomb- 


ed the Cambrai airport when we 
arrived over it. The southeast cor- 
ner of the airport was in flames, 
indicating that a direct hit had 
been made either on gasoline tanks 
or stocks of incendiary bombs. 


The squadron skirted the zone 


where British and French forces 
were almost cut off in Flanders. It 
was only a few hours befdre that 
we had learned there were Belgian 
troops still protecting their north 
flank. 
From a distance flames could be 


seen raking the channel ports which 
are the only means of supply and 
evacuation for the two embattled 
armies there. 
As far inland as we were it

Yield Of Carrots Same 


The average yield of carrots In 


Texas was estimated at 165 bushels 
or the same as the year before. 
Yields in California are indicated at 
500 and 166 bushels respectively. 
The heaviest week's shipment from 
Texas csme during the week end- 
ing April 6 when 113 straight cars 
were shipped out 
Prices after the beet movement 
started were in most instances si 
little higher than those-received the 
previous year. Practically th« «n- 
tire Texas crop is marketed I» the 
half crates-and at the opening Cf the 
season they were quoted at 70 to 85 
cents in carloads, f.o.b. usual terms. 
Prices gradually declined until the 
January freeze and beets were lell- 
ing in the half crate at mostly 50 
to 60 cents the week of the freeze. 
The following week prices began to 
advance and reached $1.00 to »!.» 
the last week of February. By th§ 
first of April, quotations were dow» 
to 60 to 75 cents which level was 
maintained until close of the season.

'side of the English Channel, but 
England still controls the other 
side 
It is true that London Is now 


only a few miles from Germany s 
new air fields, but it is likewise 
true that the«e> German air bases 
ire only « few miles from British 
•hores. 
Moreover, do not forget 


that England still has her navy and 
merchant marine intact.

PORT ISABEL — With several 


new features added which are ex- 
pected to meet with the hearty ap- 
proval of all prospective entrants in 
the big sports event, plans for the 
Seventh Annual Rio Grande Valley 
Fishing Rodeo, to be held at Port 
Isabel. August 1-4, are virtually 
complete, officials announced Sat- 
urday. 
Perhaps the greatest change from 


former set-ups of the fishing rodeo 
is in the marlin division of the 
event. Any size line may be usea 
with the award going to the con- 
testant catching the largest mar- 
lin. This is expected to increase the 
catch of the big fellows for in the 
past many have been lost due to in- 
experienced 
anglers using light 


tackle. For the first time a worth- 
while award will be 
made 
for 


catching the second largest mar- 
lin.Another change in the rules has 
been made and will affect the sail- 
fish division. This year the champ- 
ionship sailfish trophy will go to 
the person scoring the 
greatest 


number of points accordng to the 
size of line and weight of fish. 


In the tarpon division, the champ- 


ionship trophy will be won by the 
entrant scoring the greatest num- 
ber of points on tarpon ONLY. 
Previously a mixed bag was allow- 
ed with the provision that at least 
one tarpon must be caught. 


For the information of all inter- 


ested persons, the following rules 
and regulations of the 1940 event 
have been approved by the direc- 
tors of the rodeo as well as other in- 
formation con^erninff the rndeo: 


BULF.S AND REGULATIONS 
During some of our past contests 


we have allowed an extended period 
covering several weeks in some di- 
visions particularly the marlin and 
sailfish divisions. This 
extended 


period was allowed for the conven- 
ience of our out of Valley .parti- 
cipants who might not be able to 
be present during the three day 
Rodeo Roundup. Experience has 
taught us however that on the con- 
trary such arrangement involked a 
handicap upon contestants from be- 
yond the boundaries of the Volley 
and gave contestants who lived close 
at hand an advantage. This policy 
has been abandoned and we have 
returned to our original plan of 
a three day contest. The only ex- 
ception being that we are allowing 
a full week in the marlin division. 


The contest (in the marlin divis- 


ion only) shall begin the morning 
of July 28 and shall close at the 
end of the day of August 3. All 
Marlin caught during this period 
shall be considered in the contest. 
Fishing in the 3 day Rodeo Round- 
up shall begin at daylight on the 
morning of August 1 and shall stop 
at the end of the day August 3, 
during which time all fish, includ- 
ing marlin will be scored. 
Class A 


The contest shall be divided into 


two classes which shall be known 
as class A and Class B. Class A con- 
testants shall be all who compete 
for the championship trophies and 
awards and such other prizes as are 
designated as Class A prizes. Class 
A contestants, signifies those fish- 
ing off shore for such fish as mar- 
lin. sailfish. tarpon, v/ahoo, tuna, 
king mackerel, 
Spanish 
mackrel. 


jackfish, bonita, etc., 
fish . being 


taken from a power boat by troll- 
ing. The registration fee for Class 
A contestants shall be $5.00. 


Class B 


Class B fishing shall be what is 


known as the inland water class 
and shall include fish which are us- 
ually caught in the bay, passes, riv- 
er's "mouth, off of jetties, docks and 
from surf or near the coast iii open 
water, such as trout, redfish, chan- 
nel bass, 
Spanish 
mackrel. 
king 


mackrel, pike, jackfish and etc. A 
separate attractive selection of Class 
B prizes has been designed for the 
separate contests in class B. The 
registration fee for all class B con- 
testants shall be $1.00. 


Scoring Points 


In the marlin division no system 


of scoring points will be adhered to, 
the prizes being awarded upon the 
basis of the size of 
the 
marlin 


caught. Any size line will be per- 
mitted at the discretion of the con- 
testant. NOTE', a word of warning 
is thought advisable to those of in- 
experience, fishing lor marlin, that 
they not attempt to catch marlin 
with inadequate tackle. 
Not less 


than forty marlin have been lost 
during the past three years due to 
the vise of tackle entirely too light 
for these fish. 
For all other fish caught during 


the 3 day roundup a 
system 
of 


scoring similar to that used in re- 
cent years are again being used in 
1940. The classification of tackle in- 
to heavy, medium and light or into 
6-3, 4-6, etc will not be adhered to. 
The following system 
of 
scoring 


will be used for all fish caught dur- 
ing the 3 day roundup period, ex- 
cept marlin: the weight of the fish 
shall be divided by the size of line, 
result to be multiplied by 10 (size of 
line to mean number of threads of 
any standard line 
except 
Cable 


Laid line—in case Cable Laid line 
is used the judges of the 
contest 


shall determine in advance the re- 
lationship such line shall bear to 
standard line): A fish weighing 108 
pounds caught on number 9 line; 
divide 108 the weight of fish, by 9. 
1he size of line, which equals 12, 
which multiplied by 10, given a 
score of 120 points. Were the same 
fish caught on number 12 line, the 
result would be 90 points, and if 
caught on number 24 would be 45 
points. 
All fish caught in either A or B 


class (less than 20 Ibs.) shall be 
weighed as a mixed bag and the 
days catch shall be scored accord- 
ing to the weight of the line the 
same a» for larger fish. Regulation 
tackle (except in the marlin di- 
vision) shall mean any rod and 
r«*l with a line not to utccwl nun-

Those wish- 
ing to remain at anchor well off 
shore through the night shall de- 
liver their fish to the judges when- 
ever they come to port. 
lach boat fishing in inland waters 


or near shore shall carry a white 
pennant or white flag which shall 
be hoisted upon a staff when a large i 
fish is hooked. Any boat with a 
fish hooked that has displayed the 
proper flag shall have the right-of- 
way over any boat that has no fish 
hooked. Any boatman who inter- 
feres with any contestant who has

war in the low countries and in 
France. 
How have the, Germans bstn 


able to strike such repeated slcdgfc 
hammer blows without serious 
interruption over so long a time? 
For these plans are America's 


plan for mobilization in event we 
go to war, and then gear up men and 
machines and every other resource 
of the nation to win war as swiftly 
as possible. 
Plans of "Total War" 


They are plans for '"total war." 


They cover every conceivable factor 
in preparation for battle. Nothing 
approaching their efficiency 
had 


been devised anywhere in the world 
' before the organizing genius of the 
United Staves began drawing them 
up 20 years ago. 


No ' treachery—not even 
clever 


espionage—is responsible for the 
fact that the Nazis were aware of 
them. 


The plans were available also to 


the English and the French, who did 
not "borrow" them, 


I cannot name the source of the 


following information, but I can 
vouch for the fact that it is both 
official and reliable: 


(1) Within a year after Hitler 


came to power in Germany in 
1933, 
the Nazi military a/.ache 


here began studying the Amer- 
ican war mobilization blueprints. 


The attache had the right to do 


«o under ordinary diplomatic pro- 
cedure. 
He spent six months making his 


examination. 


(2) Not urtil a year after he ci V- 


plcted his study was the first of the^ 


Nazis' national defense laws passed 
—on May 21, 1935. 
(3) The war mobilization system 


which took shape in Germany after 
that was a striking parallel to the 
American plan in all its principal 
characteristics. 


"Conscientious Imitation" 


Agents from this country, work- 


ing in Germany, described it as a 
"conscientious imitation." 


(4) The similarity was sharply 


illustrated in the Nazis' very first 
conquest—the "anschluss" with Aus- 
tria. 
Immediately 
a f t e r 
occupying 


Vienna, the Germans made a census 
of Austrian industries and allocated 
their respective share in supplying 
war needs—in identically the same 
way as the same step is outlined 
under the American plan. 


(5) Then came the invasion of 


the low countries, and the repeated 
overpowering blows against the Al- 
lies which military men agree can 
be explained only by highly con- 
centrated resources poured into the

It starts by 
teaming up all the factories where 
munition!! and machines are made, 
integrating the roads and railroads 
over which they must travel, al- 
locating- fuel and electric power 
to vital points, and keeping men 
flowing up to the front while put- 
ting- those behind the lines into 
jobs where they will do the most 
good. All war plans must follow 
this pattern, but this one operates 
on an exact time table from start 
to finish. 
' The advantage 'to this country if 
the plan should go into effect would 
be that the United States has more 
resources than Germany to pour in- 
to it. 
The mobilization plan is one of 


the most thorough blueprints ever 


drawn up for anything. It is based 
on three suppositions: 
i 


(1) That the people of the United 


States, if they must go to war, want 
to win that war as quickly as pos- 
sible. 
(2) That they want to wage war 


with as little disturbance as possible 
to our civil peacetime life. 


(3) That when the war is over we 


can return to peacetime economy 
as quickly and .easily as possible. 


American Plan 


Although the plan (shaped dur- 


ing twenty years of both Republican 
and Democratic administrations) as 
it now stands has marked out>every 
industrial plant in the country for 
the part it can play in war, no 
plant is scheduled to turn more than 
50 per cent of its normal output to 
war purposes. This would keep 
peacetime industry from shutting 
down, 


Ten thousand factories already 


have been told what they are to 
do, and all of them have agreed to 
do it. The fovernment has ffiven 


them educational orders to buy 
dies and machine tools and test 
the speed of production. The floor 
plans of these plants have even 
been marked out for placement of 
the needed machinery when die 
time comes. 
The plan sets up a system of prior- 


ities so that war necessities always 
would come first War factories 
would have first call on raw ma- 
terials. Men would be encouraged, 
by higher wages and by deferments 
from draft for military service, to 
work in plants where their output 
would mean most in winning the 
war. Money would be regulated in 
the same way. 
Profits and wages would be con- 
trolled ; so that no worker would 
suffer and no capitalist wax fat on 
the war effort.

Suicide Men Stay 


This British division, and two

off the attacking Germans. 
Beneath the cheering, tear-drench- 


ed reception ran the somber under- 
current 01 preparations to evacuate 
school children and spread Eng- 
land's population outside packed 
cities. For Britain awaits the next 
blow—long-theatened invasion, and 
hell from the heavens by Nazi dive 
bombers. 
Saturday Britain's own air force 


reported downing 56 German planes 
over Dunkerque Friday and 14 more 
Saturday, with a loss of only 16 
British fighters. 


Nazis Lose Boat 


One Brilish naval plane claimed 


a direct hit wrecking a torpedo 
boat of the Nazi mosquito fleet off 
the Belgian coast 
On the embankments and bridges 


along the route of the troop trains 
to London civilians stood to cheer 
and listen with mouths agape while 
the returned Tommies told of the 
bloody business in Flanders. 


Many were soaked and one de- 


tachment flew their pants like en- 
signs from the windows of their 
train. 
At a station a shower of postcards 


flew from the windows. The spec- 
tators scrambled 
for them, and 


found that they carried messages 
to the families of wounded men.

Bondholders 


EDINBURG—A $106,000 dispute in 


federal 
court 
between 
Hidalgo 


county and » group of big bond- 
holders has been settled in favor of 
the county according to word re- 
ceived here Saturday. 


The dispute involved terms of 


contract 
made with 
bondholders 


several years ago under which the 
county agreed to apply all delin- 
quent taxes for certain years to pay 
off certain defaulted interest cou- 
pons on old bonds at a reduced rate. 
The contract expired March 1 of 
this year. Shortly thereafter bond- 
holders complained the county had 
not been diligent in collecting old 
taxes and sought relief in federal 
court 


Privilege Denied 


T. M. Kcnnerly, federal district 


judge, heard arguments in the case 
on April 23 and issued a memoran- 
dum May 16 denying to bondhold- 
ers the privilege of reopening the 
original case under which the con- 
tract was drawn up. Notice that 


! the memorandum had been received 
for filing at Brownsville was re- 
ceived here Saturday. 


In their arguments to the federal 


court, attorneys for the bondholders 
had contended the county failed to 
be diligent in collecting delinquent 
taxes and that consequently bond- 
holders received less than they were 
due for the oM coupons. At the 
time the contract expired, a large 
number of coupons still were un- 
redeeirred and for these the bond- 
holders claimed they should be paid 
an additional $106,000. They asked 
the federal court to order this pay- 
ment made and to require an addi- 
tional county tax levy if necessary 
to raise the funds. 


Contract Expired 


J. E. Watkins, of the Mission firm 


o; Strickland, Ewers and Wilkins, 
and chief counsel for the county in 
the suit, contended the bondholders 
had no right to ask for relief under 
the original contract which had ex- 
pired nor to ask the court to re-open 
the proceedings which had led up to 
the contract. He said if the bond- 
holders had any claim to damages 
they should bring a new lawsuit 
and re-state their claims.

France Saturday afternoon, 
towing death and destruction 
in the heart of the famed 
Rhone Valley industrial sec- 
tion and striking the port of 
Marseille heavily. 


At least 46 persons were 


killed in the mass bombing 
raid, one of the heaviest of 
the war, which came in the 
wake of Adolf Hitler's mili- 
tary victory in Flanders. 


In Marseille, Mediterran- 


ean port and France's second Impr- 
est city, 30 persons were killed. In 
the Lyon industrial area 16 met 
death and 80 or SO were wounded.

planes were downed In all the day's 
fighting- against 16 French Iowa. 
Of the losses inflicted on the Rhona 
Valley raiders they said only a 
"certain number" were downed. 


Two heavy Hbmbs fell In Mir- 


scllle. A British ship laden with 
cotton was sunk.in the harbor. 


Industrial sections of central east- 


ern France were heavily bombed. 


Some observers believed the raids 
were a German gesture to show 
Premier Mussolini, a prospective 
entrant into the war at Hitler's side, 
that Nazi air power is sufficient to 
give the Italians help even during 
the present German northern offen- 
sive. 
The Nazi armada roared into 


France across the Rhine north of 
Basel, Switzerland, in droves of 21 
to 36 planes. They struck first at 
French air bases, communications 
and factories in the Rhone Valley 
around Lyon. 
Swiss patrols tangled with one of 


the raiders which ventured over 
neutral Switzerland's border, down- 
ing the craft and killing its four 
occupants. 


While the French blocked aa 


attempted Nail "on to Parl«" 
drive against the Somme Line, the 
Germans hurled thetl after ahell 
Into Dunkerque. where the last 
of the Allied northern armies wer« 
embarkinr for England. 
Lord Gort, commander of the Brit- 


ish expeditionary force, returned to 
England frori Flanders with thi« 
firm declaration: 


"We shall meet them again. Next 


time victory will be with us."

Edible Soybeans To 


Be Experimented 


WESLACO—Seed of several va- 


rieties of edible soybeans hnve been 
received by the Valley experiment 
station and will be planted next fall, 
according to W. H. Friend, superin- 
tendent. 
Although the soy bean has long 


been used ns a food by the Chinese, 
it has been used mostly in soil 
building and similar practices in 
this country. A number of edible 
vnrictics hnvc been developed. They 
usually are raten as green beans 
Instead of dried. 
Rabbits arc a great menace to soy 


beans. Friend reports that they will 
pass up nearly everything else in 
order to nibble at soy beans. The 
experiment station once tried spray- 
Ing the plants with a repellant so- 
lution but the rabbits merely wait- 
ed for tender young shoots to ap- 
pear and promptly ate them.

Ours Is International As Well As Financial; Solution Due

AUSTIN, Tex.— (/P) — Difficulties 


of Texas water conservation agen- 
ciet, in the main, are problems of 
obtaining financial aid principally 
from federal government sources, 
while those in the Lower Rio 
Grande Valley encompass, in addi- 
tion, international negotiations.

For a quarter century and more, 


Valley conservation and reclamation 
districts and county water improve- 
ment districts have battled for an 
equitable division of the stream's 
waters—a problem ramified by di- 
vergent interests and slow-moving 
international diplomacy. 


The Valley conservation and rec- 


lamation district, with a main ob- 
jective of trying to solve water 
problems arising from inadequate 
supplies for irrigational and domes- 
tic uses, is trying to build storage 
space for Rio Grande flood waters 
on the Texas side. 
The district contemplate! one 


storage dam to hold »bout 10,000 
acre feet near Mission and iinother 
of about 400.000 acre-feet near 
Klo Grande City. Ihe water to be 


curled from the Rio Grande by 
a gravity eanal between Z»p»t» 
and Laredo. 
Embracing Cameron, Hidalgo and 


Willacy 
counties, the 
Cameron 


County Water District No. 2, a vol- 
untary association, has spent $4,-

"Th« average flow of the river at 


the head of the Valley,!' says F. S. 
Robertson, general manager for the 
district, "is nearly 5,000,000 acre- 
feet, less than 20 per cent of which 
ig being or if usable under the un- 
controlled flow of the stream. 


.Need Storage Dams 


"If storage dams could be built 


in the main stream, at least 80 per 
cent of this annual flow could be 
made available for beneficial use, 
but no dams can be built in the 
river without a treaty with Mexico, 
and the Valley has been trying to 
induce our government to negotiate 
such « treaty—but without suc- 


Building of dams across the Rio 


Grande, one north of Laredo and 
another above Roma, to store water 
for us of both nations is the asso- 
ciation's principal objective, 


"Realising the difficulty of mak- 


ing » water treaty with Mexico," 
Robertson continued, "the Amer- 
ican section of the Interna.tonal 
boundary commiiison proposes to 
build a dan across Los Olmos 
Creek, back of Bio Grand* City, 
for off-channel storage of up to 
400.000 a«re feet of water to be 
distributed by a gravity canal. 


"This off-channel storage can 


be accomplished without asking 
Mexico anything about it. How- 
ever, it would control only a 
small fraction of the flood waters 
now going to waste." 
Engineers have calculated that 70 


per cent of the Rio Grande's water 
in the Valley area washes into the 
stream from foreign soil. 


"For a number of years," says 


Emery W. Watts of Donna, "Mex- 
ico has been carrying on a constant- 


,ly expanding program of Irrigation 
'development on tributaries which 
have been supplying such a large 
percentage of our water in the low- 
er Rio Grande Valley." 


Mexico Takes Water 


Watts said dams and canals for 
irrigation had been constructed by 
Mexico on their own San Juan, 
Sabinas, Conchos, San Diego, San 
Hodrigo, Escondido and Salado riv- 
ers, all cutting off water which 
would otherwise contribute to the 
Rio Grande's volume. 
Ralph G. Bray of Me Allen, news- 


paper man and secretary to the 
growers' committee of the citrus 
industry, attributes the Mexican 
government's conservation work to 
drainage of the -Rio Grande by 
Texans. 
"More than once," he satd, "wa- 


ters of the stream have ceased to 
flow, being sucked dry by 20 or 
more huge Irrigation pumps on 
the Texas side."

newsman, flew over the northern 
battlefields in a night reconnaissance 
flight with a French pilot and 1-- 
ported the German-conquered terri- 
tory resembled a giant flaming 
torch. 


Nelson Claimed Sunk 


Authorized Berlin sources an- 


nounced the sinking—date, place 
and circumstances unstated—of the 
33950 ton battleship Nelson, flag- 
ship of the British home fleet, and 
the Nazi high command reported 
three enemy warships and eight 
transports were sent to the bottom 
off Dunkerque during the day. 


In addition, the Germans said 


they shot down 40 Allied planes in 
the day's operations. 
The British 


reported the destruction of 40 Ger- 
man planes and 33 others damaged 
or destroyed in fierce combat off the 
Allied port of escape. 


In addition the high command 


communique said that German dive 
bombers'made hits on four other 
warships and 14 commercial vessels 
which presumably were serving as 
transports. 


The vafue announcement about 


the 33,950-ton Nelson, was report- 
ed by authorized source* In Ber- 
lin. 
The announcement told only 


of (he slnklnr of *he dreadnaujht 
with 700 of its 1,330 crewmen but, . 
for "military reasons," omitted 
when, where or how the Nelson, 
one of Britain's newest and might- 
iest capital ships, was sent to the 
bottom. 
Apparently diverting armored di- 


visions from the channel battle, the 
Germans intensified their Somme 
offensive in a drive which began 
Friday and still was continuing Sat- 
urday night. 
The French held a bridgehead on 


the north bank of the Somme, need- 
ed by the Nazis to get across, bu! 
were reported in Paris to be holding 
also ugainst assaults on the south 
side between Abbeville and Amiens. 


Where Hitler would steer the 


German war machine next, how- 
ever, remained his secret 
Invasion Delayed? 


There were hints in Berlin, and 


expectations among the Allies, that 
the threatened direct invasion of 
England might bt put second in the 
Nazi plans—after a pincers drive 
toward Paris with the Germans 
attacking from the north and the 
Italians from ti-e south. 
Evidence 
continued that Italy 


might be on the verge of throwing 
her full weight into the war on the 
Nazi side. 


The Fascist government Satur- 


day called up 10,000 additional 
non-commissioned officers. Ameri- 
cans travelling to Genoa to sail 
for the United States Sunday on 
the liner Manhattan also reported 
troop movements Indications prep- 
aration* for an Italian war move, 
Some observers speculated that 


the next step might be • Joint Ger- 
man-Italian peace proposal, backed 
by an Italian ultimatum, 
The tattered remnants of the Al- 


lied forces in northern France mean- 
while continued streaming back to 
the security of England. The Brit-

It is not exactly a comfortable

They explode on almost every

fireworks display. 
It takes a direct hit in a vital

Reward For Capture Of Hitler; U. S. 


College* Official Withdraws Offer 


PITSBURGH—(P)—Dr. Samuel 


Harden 
Church, 
president 
of 


Carnegie 
Institute, 
announced 


Saturday the $1,000,000 reward of- 
fered for the capture of Adolf 
Hitler "unfortunately" has not 
been claimed and "has now ex- 
pired." 


Church, 82-year-old advocate of 


peace, said he made the offer af- 
ter receiving a letter of Apr1! 27 
from a European statesman of 
high authority forecasting Hitter's 
attack on the Maginot Line and 
"intimating" that Germany and 
Italy would divide the Balkans. 


The letter. Church declared, 


quoted directly "these words ut- 
tered by Adolf Hitler": 


"'The Germans will send mil- 


lions of shells on the Maginot 
Line, and break through, even at 
the cost of half-a-million lives, 
and before the end of the year 
the enemies of Germany will be 
annihilated.'" 


"The letter iurthcr intimated," 


Church's prepared statement con- 
tinued, "That Mr. Hitler would 
permit Mr. Mussolini (Premier 
Benito Mussolini of Italy) to make 
the Adriatic a closed Italian sea, 
to absorb Yugoslavia, to take over 
Slovenia, Bosnia, and 
part of 


Croatia, giving another part of it 
to Hungary, which in time will 
become German." 


Church said he had received let- 


ters from every part of the Unit- 
ed States, most of them contain- 
ing "enthusiastic assurance of ap- 
probation," but that there were 
enough to "discordant" replies to 
indicate that if Hitler "should ever 
be adle to come to the United 
States in the captured protection 
of the British and Drench fleets, 
he would be met at the shore by 
a Fifth Column oi so-called Amer- 
icans who would give him 
the 


vociferous and glorifying adora- 
tion of the raised hand." 


Church made his offer — good 


only during the month of May^ 
on May 1, specifying in a letter 
to the New York Times that the 
German chancellor be delivered 
alive and uninjured into the cus- 
tody of the League of Nations "to 
be tried before a high court of jus- 
tice for his crimes against the 
peace and dignity of the world."

went to New York State. Ohio wai 
next best customer with 785 cart go- 
ing to that slate while Pennsylvania 
took 661, Canada 635, Illinois 627 
and Missouri 565. 


Yield Of Carrots Same 


The average yield of carrots in 


Texas was estimated at 165 bushels 
or the same as the year before. 
Yields in California are indicated at 
500 and 166 bushels respectively. 
The heaviest week's shipment from 
Texas came during the week end- 
ing April 6 when 113 straight can 
were shipped out. 
Prices after the beet movement 


started were in most instances • 
little higher thin those received the 
previous year. Practically the en- 
tire Texas crop is marketed i* the 
half crates and at the opening Of the 
season they were quoted at 70 to 85 
cents in carloads, f.o.b. usual terms. 
Prices gradually declined until th« 
January freeze and beets were sell- 
ing in the half crate at mostly 50 
to «0 cents the week of the freere. 
The following week prices began to 
advance and reached $1.00 to $1.35 
the last week of February. By trig 
first of April, quotations were dowC 
to 60 to 75 cents which level wai 
maintained until close of the season.

new features added which are ex- 
pected to meet with the hearty ap- 
proval of all prospective entrants in 
the big sports event, plans for the 
Seventh Annual Rio Grande Valley 
Fishing Rodeo, to be held at Port 
Isabel, August 1-4, are virtually 
complete, officials announced Sat- 
urday. 
Perhaps the greatest change from 


former set-ups of the fishing rodeo 
is in the martin division of the 
event. Any size line may be useO 
with the award going to the con- 
testant catching the largest mar- 
lin This is expected to increase the 
catch of the big fellows for in the 
past many have been lost due to in- 
experienced 
anglers 
using 
light 


tackle. For the first time a worth- 
while award will 
be made 
for 


catching the second largest mar- 


Another change in the rules has 


been made and will affect the sail- 
fish division. This year the champ- 
ionship sailfish trophy will go to 
the person scoring the 
greatest 


number ot points accordng to the 
size of line and weight of fish. 


In the tarpon division, the champ- 


ionship trophy will be won by the 
entrant scoring the greatest num- 
ber of points on 
tarpon ONLY. 


Previously a mixed bag was allow- 
ed with the provision thnt at least 
one tarpon must be caught. 


For the information of all inter- 


ested persons, the following rules 
and regulations of the 1940 event 
have been approved by the direc- 
tors of the rodeo as well as other in- 
fo-mation concerning the rodeo: 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 
During some of our past contests 


we have allowed an extended period 
covering several weeks in some di- 
visions particularly the marlin and 
sailfish divisions. 
This 
extended 


period was allowed for the conven- 
ience of our out of Valley parti- 
cipants who might not be able to 
be present during the three day 
Rodeo Roundup. 
Experience has 


taught us however that on the con- 
trary such arrangement involked a 
handicap upon contestants from be- 
yond the boundaries of the Valley 
and gave contestants who lived close 
at hand an advantage.
